Says He Was Fired On from ‘Ambush 
* with Silent Gun. : 


Cobham, Va.,' Nov. 27.—[{Special.}—John 
Armstrong Chanler, brother of Lewis Stuy- 
vesant Chanler, who was candidate for gov- 
ernor of New York on the Democratic ticket 
and former husband of Amelie Rives, the 
authoress, now Princess Troubetskoy, made 
public today for the first time the particulars 
of an alleged attempted assassination of 
himself on Thanksgiving day, while he was 
on the way from his heme, “The Merry 
Millis,” to the residence of his friend, Ernie G. 
Money. | 

Chanler*was fired upon from ambush, the 
bullet passing within a few inches of his face. 

A warrant was issued for the arreat of 
Bernard 8. Horne of Pittsburg, Pa., and his 


chauffeur, charging them with the crime. 
‘The preliminary hearing was held this after- 


hoon before Justicé of the Peace Quintus L. 
Williams at Keswick. As Horne had a press- 
ing business engagement in the north, the 
hearing was postponed for two weeks by mu- 
tual consent. No bail was required, Horne 
being released upon his own recognizance for 
his appearance on Dec. 18. 


Prisoner Is Surprised. 

Horne is said to have had no intimation of 
the charge against him until the warrant was 
issued this morning. He was taken com- 
pletely by surprise. Chanter will use the 
intervening time, it is said, in collecting 
further evidence.

Chief Points of Ordinance. 

“These embody three special points: . 

1. Requires billboard companies to obtain | 
frontage consent in writing from a majority 
‘of the property owners or their agents in 
blocks where. two-thirds of the buildings in 
the block are devoted exclusively to residence 
purposes. 

2 Prohivits the erection of billboards on 
the roofs of buildings. 

3. Restricts the erection of billboards ex- 
ceeding seventeen feet in height, the limita- 
tion under the ardinance now in effect. 

The companies are desirous of getting 
through an ordinance that will provide for 
the erection of billboards with a maximum 
height of twenty-five feet and dispense with 
the provision requiring a frontage consent 
from a majority o sg property owners in 
the block where it is proposed to put up a 
billboard, providing two-thirds of the same 
is devoted exclusively to residence purposes. 


“Boards on Roof a Menace.” 

* Billboards erected on the roofs of build- 
ings are @ menace to the public health, as 
well as unsightly from an artistic view- 
point,” said a member of the league. 

" The billboards on the roofs collect refuse 
blown there by the wind. This decays, and 
is obnoxious not only to the people resid- 
ing in the vicinity, but to the passengers on 
elevated trains. A particularly objection- 
able case of this character is located at 
the corner of Twerty-seventh street and 
Cottage Grove avenue. ” 

“We maintain,” asserts James W. Patti- 
gon, secretary of the league, “ that the pres- 
ent method is bad business, and will have 
ruinous results and be an insupportable 
evil; that to have an agreeable city Ia the 
best ip the long run and better for business. 

Say They’re Not “Dreamers.’’ 

“The billboard companies point to us as 
‘dreamers, artists, etc.., when, as a matter 

of fact, only four members of the league are 
artists. The rest are business men, lawyers, 
and the like, with only four sculptors and a 
few architects. Besides our regular mem- 
bers we directly represent over fifty women’s 
clubs, two men’s clubs, and the Union League 
ciub. 

“We do not aim to do away with the bill- 
boards entirely. We cannot. But we*do 
firchly belfve that they should be regulated, 
, @epecially in future, toward the best inter-

SAYS GERTRUDE ATHERTON. 


Novelist Afraid to Go Out After Dark— 


Criticises Lake Shore Residences, but | 


Sees Good in Hull House Work, ‘

people are as offeisive to good taste as the 
lowliest houses in the slums, according to 
Mrs. Gertrude Atherton of San Francisco, 
novelist and traveler. Mrs. Atherton stopped 
in Chicago long enough yesterday to ad- 
minister a well defined blow to the pride of 
those who hitherto have dwelt in content- 
ment in imagining Chicago, after all, to be 
a@ pretty good place. 

She asserts, nowever, that the city is re- 
lieved of much ignominy because of the work 
of Miss Jane Addams and Hull} house. 

“ Chieago is an awful place,” said Mrs. 
Atherton. “I am afraid to go out here at 
night. If it is necessary to venture. out after 
sundown, I leave every cent ofanoney behind. 

“The city is not only bad in its sociai con- 
ditions, but physically itis ugly. “The hideous 
houses of your rich along the lake front 
ruin all theebeauty nature has tried to give 
your city. Your women go along the streets 
so fast, I am lucky to keep out of their way, 
to say nothing of looking for beauty among 
them. I have seen mountaif trails better 
than the streets of Chicago. 

“Chicago stands out among other cities, 
however, because of the great work Miss 
Addams is doing. Hull house is first among 
similar institutions in London, Paris, Berlin, 
and other great cities of the world.”’

We are reliably~informed that our thoughtful analysis of the art of Miss Billie 
Burke published on the morning after the performance of “ Love Watches” was all 
Wrong. It seems that those ‘elements of Miss Burke's impersonation which we as- 
sayed as spurious are, in fact, the real thing. Instead of being affected at timem 
aud artificial, she has the “supreme gift,” to quote one of our critics, “of sim- 
plicity and naturalness, and she gets over the footlights in her own shoes with no 
use of trickery or stage worn conventions.” These remarks are made to show that 
professional playgoers are now and then fallible in their judgment, if not entirely 
Worthless, as Miss Maxine Elliott contends, The humiliating part of it is that 
We can’t prove that Miss Burke is affected on the stage, because we don’t know 
her off. She may be assuming those excessively artful little mannerisms as her 
characterization of Jacqueline, or, again, they may belong rightfully to her per 
sonality. It is a profound problem. At. any rate, the young woman who played 
the réle at the Comedie Francaise did it differently. When the French Jacqueline 
Was asked by the cynical marquise what she saw on her honeymoon in Madrid ste 
replied “My husband,” as if she believed it to be true, even though it was not. 
Miss Burke’s flip answer shows the absolute insincerity of the remark. That is, 
we thought: it did until we were ‘corrected by our correspondence, However, we 
feel safe in saying that an extended acquaintance with a young woman 80 airiy 
paradoxical as Jacqueline would bore us. It is all a matter of the individual. There 
are many persons who think they would admire the insolent stage personality of Mr. 
George M. Cohan were they to encounter it out of the theater. Mr. Cohan knows- 
better, and is quite modest and pleasant in his private aspect. Mr. Eideson’s usually 
siug stage personality would not be tolerated for a minute were he to present it 
to his friends as himself, Pérhaps Miss Burke also would be tiresome were her 
Jacqueline impersonation to last longer than three hours. We suggest it timidly. 
We stil! suspect, however, that she is a disingenuous ingénue—an ingénue in chiffon’ 
instead of muslin. Anyway, we are not as mistaken about her as was the impr?¢s- 
fionable St. Louis weather prophet who sent ovt his forecast thus: “ Tomorrow will 
be as fair as Billie Burke.” And:the next day it rained. 

Miss Burke being the theatrical news of the week, it is in order to say that 
it was Mr. Louis Napolean Parker; author of “ Rosemary” and many pageants, who 
“discovered” her, singing “My Little Canoe” in “The School Girl” in London, 
refusing thereafter to dispose of his play, “ Mr. “George,” unless she were engaged 
for the leading réle.

means the building of a masterpiece. 

Hence Mr. Kreisier has turned to the treas- 
ures of the past in his search for something 
besides the Brahms concerto and the geenti- 
mental doggere! of Wienlawski and his tribe. 
What does he find in these old scores? That 
brash appeal characteristic of Straues and 
his violin concerto is not to be detected. Sen- 
puous melody is of today; calculation of ef- 
fect is also of today, and has for its family 
tree a straight chart of names which may be 
traced back to that first press agent of sre 
fiddle, Paganini. 

But evenszin this there is a difference. The 
Paganini composition is sympathetic, if one 
may suggest that a combination of wood, 
glee, varnish, and sheepskin strips has a 
sensitive soul. It “ Hes right’ for the fiddle. 
the players say. It is grateful music, as the 
feviewer declares. Those who cannot play 
ft dub it “ flreworks.”” but the fact remains 
tliat Paganini understood the violin as Lisgt 
Iktiew the piano, as Schubert appreciated 
the human voice. 

But now, the composer who may realize all 
this sits him down to write with one eye on 
the door. At any moment the ghosts of +. 
Gogen other creators may slink in to point 
at him a spectral finger and chill him with 
a phantom telepathic message which reads 
something like: “Thou shalt not steal.’’ 
So, in a mad scramble to arrive first at the 
publisher's office with his roli of the latest 
near cacaphony, he adds up all the impos- 
sible combinations suggested by the fertile 
and industrious brain and eliminates only 
those that are the most distressing. Whether 
the idiom of the instrument is preserved or 
hence men like Mr. 
Kreisier turn to the yellowed pages of Fa- 
ther Martini, Francoeur, Tartint, who wrote 
from a full heart, not from a restless purse. 
Mr. Kreisler cites the case of the Sibelius 
concerto, that of the Sinding concerto, and 
a half dozen others.

And Mr. Kreisler ie a thinker, 
not only an enthusiast. 

Be hae not lost faith, ateany rate These 
smug prophets who rise up every so often to 
prociaim the end of all things new, these 
mote blinded croakers who told Beethoven 
that Haydn had said the last word, who 
swore to Brahme that Beethoven closed the 
book, who tell ue that Strause or Debussy 
or Ravel set the ultimate boundariea frighten 
Mr. Kreisler not at all. And who knowe? 
Somewhere may spring up another bard who 
chants in a novel strain. The ceep wells of 
emotion may be drawn upon for a flood of 
life giving ingpiretiont Mr. Kreisler may re- 
celve his concerto, 

But let us not be stampeded. Some of our 
unsympathetic friends assert that thif aty- 
tude of the renowned Mr. Kreister ig only 
posé. Perhaps he has taken this stand bé- 
cause he himself unearthed the manuscripts 
which he is engaged in exploiting this sea- 
gon? On our Own pert we suggest that he 
hae become wearied of the modern repertory 
through mach pleying of the twWo or three 
conéertos avellable. These antiques offer to 
him a new field of action, they are relatively 
unknown, many o¢ them entirely unknown, 
and they are masterpieces of a period so far 
removed from this decade that their angu- 
larity may be set down ae the quaint turn 
of phrese naturel to our forefathers’ speech. 

Moreover, these ancient compositions are 
the rightful inheritance of the st violiniats 
only. Dexterity and versatility must con- 
tribute to their presentation else their mes- 
gage must hide’ behind the mask of an un- 
comprehended tongue. It is much the same 
with the antiquities bearing the names of 
Martini, Francoeur, and their brethren ag it 
is with the gigantic masterpieces af one 
Bach: mere sympathy, mere sentiment is un- 
equal to the task of sounding the depths of 
this inspiration of a heroicage. ‘There must 
be an attitude of respect, an abiding rever- 
ence for emotional expression soe lofty, 60 
Olympian that the passionate song of Strauss 
or the myeticiem of Debussy seems hyeteria 
beside it. 

Let not be underetood that Mr. Kreister 
belongs to the age of heroics. That day of 
demi-gods, that day whem the elephant was 
nothing less than a mastodon, when the 
lizard had wings and towered above man‘ 
kind like an enlarged giraffe (We quote from 
school day impresetons) ie dead. Mr. Kreis- 
ler is of thie generation.

With the close of the football season of 
1908 the time has come to pick an “ all star’”’ 
team, to be composed of the best players on 
western football fields. Last Sunday an 
all conference eleven was published and in 
this selection justice could not be done those 
whose ability warrants their being placed on 
an honorary eleven, because their colleges 
were not members of the western conference. 
Today’s selections are made of players who 
have done the best and most consistent work 
this season on all the western teams. 

In making these choices the playing of 
every man who has shown exceptional foot- 
ball ability has been considered and the play - 
ers are placed in positions where their ability 
can be utilized to its limit. Naturally, some 
will be dissatisfied with the selections, but 
the intention is to be as impartial as possible. 

A team of this kind must be composed of 
players proficient in every department of the 
game. There must be players who have 
shown exceptional ability in making for- 
ward passes, short or long, and with a great 
degree of accuracy and speed. ‘There also 
must be men who can hit tne line, run the 
ends, and give valuable assistance in the in- 
terference. The linemen must be active and 
fast, possessing the ability to get down the 
field under punts and onside kicks and who 
are able to tackle with the deadly effect of 
an end. or back. A center must be selected 
who is sure in his passing, making every at- 
tempt safe, no matter whether the pass be 
long or short. 


Kicker Must Use His Head. 

A kicker Must be chosen who has the fac- 
ulty of getting his kicks away when hard 
pressed and place them in such a way that 
the defensive backs will have trouble in get- 
ting to them, at the same time kicking them 
to a point of the field where his teammates 
will havé @ chance ef recovering them. He 
must be able to size up the situation and 
make his kicks long or short, according to 
the defense. He must be able to kick high 
and far, or short and low, and unless he can 
do all these things he cannot be considered 
for this team. 

In these days of new football, when a field 
goal wins. many a hard fought game. it is 
absolutely necessary to have a kicker on 
this team who wil! be dangerous in making 
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points from the fleld anywhere inside of the 
forty-five yard mark. Instead of a decrease 
in the value of a field goal kicker. when 
the value of the count was reduced from 
five to four, and then from four to three. 
there has been an increase and just as much 
attention as ever is paid to the deVelopment 
of a good man for this job. 

Another point to be taken into considera- 
tion in this selection ts the submerging of 
individual ability into team play. Ang-play- 
er who has shown exceptional form during 
the year and who has not worked for the 
best Interests of the team and followed the 
directions of the coach and captain, is not 
considered. Team play is just as important 
in this new game as in the old, and it is 
firmly believed that the players who have 
been picked for this team would sacrifice 
their individual ability for the good of ihe 
team.

‘In picking this eleven the plafers of every 
team, big and Httle In the west, have been 
considered... Their playing in every game. 


closely and conclusions drawn accordingly. 
No player has been picked because of ex- 
ceptional form displayed in one game, but the 
selections have been made for consistent 
work in all the contestae. : 

Page of Chicago is picked for right end 
on this eleven and made captain. The lit- 
tle Maroon’s qualities as an end are too 
wellknown for lengthy comment. Although 
he did not play the Wing position this year, 
his work in 1907-08 was enough to convince 
any one with any knowledge of the game 
that he could not be left out of a selection 
of this kind. On defense he is the beat 
end in the west and should be ranked with 
the cracks in the east. He seldom allows 
gains to be made inside or outside of him 
and if he had a good tackling half back on 
his side of the line it is safe to say that few 
substantial gains would be made off this 
extremity. 

Not alone is he a good defensive end, but 
he possesses other qualifications which make 
him of even greater vaiue. He can pasa the 
ball forward with the speed and accuracy 
of a baseball and he is by far the best man 
in the weet this year in negotiating the on- 
side kick. In addition he is a punter and fleld 
goal kicker of no mean ability. He certainly 
is the logical choice for the position, 


Dean Knows His Position. 

Dean. of Wisconsin is selected for left end. 
This player has shown in the last two years 
that he knows a few things about playing the 

position to which other ends in this section 
are not *‘ wise.’’ When it comes to boxing 
a tackle and helping the runner Dean has few 
superiors. He handles the forward pass in 
superb style, and would make an excellent 
mate for Page in pulling off this play. With 
Page at right end, using his left hand in 
making the throws, and Dean at the other, 
passing with his right, these players would 
be dangerous on such plays because the ball 
always would be in the outside hand and 
the possibility of having the throw biocked 
on interfered with would be lessened to a 
great extent. — 

Dean is one of the best men in the west 
this year in covering punts. He always 
keeps to the outside of his man and gauges 
him jn such a way that he gets in a position 
at right angles, and then makes his dive. 
This sort of playing makes the use of the 
straight arm almost worthless, and the tack- 
ler is practically sure of bringing his man

Benbrook and Dolan Best Guards. 


Benbrook of Michigah and Dolan of Notre 
Dame hardly can be improved on for the 
guard positions. They are exceptional line- 
men, the kind that are not seen évery year. 
Both have shown ability in getting down the 
field under kicks and making innumerable 
tackles; and neither has allowed much ground 
to be made through him. 

Dolan probably is the most versatile line- 
man in the west. On the offense he plays 
guard, while on the defense he plays open 
center. In this position he makes tackles 
all over the fielé and it nas been this kind of 
playing on his part that helped the Catholics 
immeasurably this yéar.

The local high school football season of 
1909 was without doubt the most successful 
of any sin¢fe the revision of the rules. 

In point of interest, financial success, and 
quality of teams this season will be a land- 
mark in *“‘ prep’ afinais, and if all football 
‘teams had been as free from injuries as those 
of the Cook County league the present agi- 
tation against the game wothld not have 
arisen, 

This lack of serious injuries is due, per- 
haps, to the facts that all of the school teams 
lean toward the open style. of game and that 
each player is required to undergo a carefyl 
medical examination at the beginning of the 
season. 

In the selection of an “ all-star ” team the 
necessary qualifications have been that the 
players chosen shall have played the best 
football shown ihn their respective positions 
and shall -have béen consistent In their work 
rather than erratic and brilliant. 


Consider Offense and Defense, 

The ability of the player both on defense 
and offense has been considered and an at- 
tempt made to ignore the quality of football! 
put up by the player’s own team, as several 
excellent players have been forced to piay on 
weak elevens where the true value of the 
individual could not be brought out. 

As is always the case in the selection of 
“paper’’ teams, players have been put out 
of their.regular positions because of show- 
ing more ability than any of the regular can- 
didates. It is to be noticed that the players 
chosen are all experienced and that football 
is a game that few boys can learn to play 
well even in two years. : 

From the team standpoint Englewood ha 
the rest of the league outclassed, both In 
‘weight and football experience, and four of 
its players cannot be denied a place on the 
first team. Their work, however, was marred 
by a tendency towards roughness which de- 
racts from the other strong points of the 
team. Of the other teams of the league 
Hyde Park. has two, Wendell Phillips two, 
Crane two, Oak Park one. Neither Lane nor 
Lake View, while having average teams, de- 
yeloped any star of the first magnitude.

He is a player who knows the fine 
points of his position and can box his op- 
ponent or open holes in the opponent’s line 
at will. 


Players for Second Team. 


Reichmann is used in another position, so 
only Kraft and Allen are eligible for the sec- 
ond team tackles. Kraft was forced to lewer 
his colors only to Murphy during the whole 
season. Allen is a steady player, but has the 
unhappy faculty of bringing out the worst 
in his opponent, and this quality is bad for the 
standing of the game in the eyes of the 
public. 

The guard situation Is just the opposite 
of that of the tackles this year. Nota single 
guard of the usual Cook county standard has 
appeared, due perhaps tothe fact the coaches 
assume that anybody can play that position. 
We are forced to place Reichmann, the Hyde 
Park tackle, at this position for ‘while he is 
not the equal of Jone# or Murphy he out- 
classes any of the guard candidates. He has 
weight speed and the ability to open holes 
and help the man. carrying the bal! by pull- 
ing. Hyatt of Wendell Phillips is first choice 
for left guard. He is a clean hard working 
player. . 

No Opponent for Bloom. 


Bloom of Engiewood towers both literally 
and figuratively above any other candidates 
for center. A giant tn stature, and yet with 
ability to move quickly, he has consistently 
outplayed his lighter and shorter opponents. 
He passes well and has the faculty when on 
defense of breaking through or over an op- 
ponent and Iftterally falling on the play. 
Miller of Hyde Park has the call on center 
of the second team, as he works consistent- 
ly, and rarely lets the opposing center come 
through and spoll the play. -He had a dim- 
cult place to fill, as the intricate plays of the 
Hyde Parkers demanded unusual ability in 
making long, accurate passes. 

Im the selection of a quarter back, Castag- 
nino of Englewood, Hart of Hyde Park, 
Carpenter of Lake View and Wagner of 
Lane were considered, 

Castagnino has the ability to probe for 
weak places in the opposing team, ahd when 
they are located he directs against them a 
varied attack. He is the only quarter back 
in the league who recognized the correct 
ratio between the line or mass plays and the 
forward pass. He handled the ball with ac. 
curacy and shot his forward passes with 
speed and precision. Hart of Hyde Park, on 
the other hand, was overshadowed by his 
teammate, Liewellyn. He had the tendency 
to depend too much on fake or trick plays 
rather than straight football.

Carpenter Has the Speed, 


Carpenter of Lake View has the edge on 
any one in the league for speed. He rung 
the ends well and is a hard, sure tackler. 
Although on a team where hisability was not 
prought out, he is given the second place as 
quarter back. 

In picking the half backs Piper of Engie- 
wood is given right halt and the captaincy of 
the team: The second chotce and jeft halt 
is Liewellyn of Hyde Park. Piper seems best 
qualified for captain because of his power to 
get the most out of his men. An able player 
himself, he fs willing to subordinate his own 
wishes to those of his team and has thus 
welded together the most coherent football 
organization in the league. He ig vergatile 
and can perform in any position in the back 
field.

The 
lake district of Victoria Nyanza was perhaps best made 
known to the civilised world through the efforts of 
Janres Gordon Bennett of the New York Herald, who 
sent Stanley to find Livingstone in 187%. He was found 
at a place known as Ujiji on the banks of the Tan- 
ganyeta. ; 

On his second exploring expedition he wrote a 
glowing account of an interesting tribe living in 
Uganda, and in his book called “Darkest Africa” he

Notwithstanding this han- 
dicap, there are a number of interesting by- 
paths in the heart of the town which possess 
a degreé.of charm to the leisurely strolier. 
Strangely ‘enough, to many. they .are gen- 
erally unknown, and te the ds who -pass 
by them daily the fact that the municipal 
department of street nomenciature has dig- 
nified them with names will come as @ sur- 
prise. Many a hurried business man, utiliz- 
ing these sequestered thoroughfares as 
cuts from one overcrowded street to another, 
wotld be unable to give the by which 
they are“designated in street guides and the 
directory. 

One of the unfamed courts of the loop. dis- 
trict is Exchange place, extending’ from 
Washington ‘street to Madison, between 
Clark and La Salle. A view from the south 
discloses at the farther end of the piace the 
new city hall in coursé of construction. 
Arcade place, which extends from La Salle 
to Clark, Between Madison and Monroe 
streets, takes its name from the arcade cut 
through a five story building. Quincy street, 
from La Salle to Clark, is peaceful always, 
though only a few. steps distant are wider 
thoroughfares filled continually with the din 
of traffic. Rookery court, with its sentinel

The French library of the Alliance Fran- 
caise, consisting of 5.000 volumes, is both a 
circulating and reference library of the best 
French classics, works of poctry. drama, his- 
tory, art, ecience, and valuable books of ref- 
erence. All the latest publications are on .ts 
shelves. It is the only library of its kind in 
the United States or Canada and has becn 
formally recognized by the president of 
France and the minister of public Instruc- 
tion. Many prominent authors and scholare 
have contributed their books 

The society of the alliance has not been con- 
ducted for pecuniary purposes. The library 
committee has been eager to expand ite work 
and about once a year give a benefit of some 
kind te purchase new books. Last April thes 
gave an illustrated lecture by Burton Holmes 
whereby they raised $1.000 Paris was the 
topic of this illustrated talk.
